\ \ HEN the manners and habits of 


any people become Anti-Republican, a tree 
conflitution of Government binds them but 
with “ Lilliputian ties,” whieh are ea ily 
burlt affunder.

They would torce 
people to be republicans, as the Spaniards 
forced the Indians to be chriftians, by the 
dint of the fword. Like the tyrant of old, 
who attempted to bring people io the dimen- 
fions of his iron bedfead, by ftretching thofe 
who were too fhort and lgpping fuch as were 
too long, they would reduce a!! nations, 
however different in point of information, 
habits and manners, toa unitorm ftandard of 


civil police. Such empirics fcarcely know 


more of human nature, than ifthey had drep- | 
ped yeflerday from the planet Jupiter. A! 


free conftitution of government, if deftitute 
of the bafis of correét information and corref- 
pondent habits and manners,among the peo- 
ple, is but a vifionary edifice built in the air. 
If, for inflance, the Turkifh empire might be 
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republic. 














inftantly revolutionized and fhould adopt a 
free government, fimilar to that of the Umit- 
ed States, it would be a Wonder, that would 
fcarcely lait nine days.

People who are not republican in their habits 
and manners will not, they cannot, tor any 
length of time, fupport-a free republican gov- 
ernment. 

And there is much caufe to fear, that the 
goodly tree of liberty, that has been planted 
in this land, is already beginning to wither at 


the very root. The time was, when a very

Ina word, 
to worfhip the golden calf and the goddefs 
fafhion, feems to be the order of the day ; sn- 
fomuch that, if this country fhould aprox- 
mateus faft, for twenty years to come, to- 
ward the luxurious, avaricious atid licentious 
manneis of foreign nations, as it has done the 
twenty years pail, ‘** the whole head will be 
come fick and the whole heart faint.”

We conceive ita duty which we owe to our readers, to 
prefent them wih the following extract from the 
fpeech of Mr, Gites im the Houfe of R-prefentatives 
on the Judiciary Law, together with the admirable 
reply o' Mr, Bayaxo. 


M-, Gites faid that he felt fome degree of apprehen- 
fion, hat in the courfe he deemed it neceffsry to take in 
the diff effion of this quettion, fome obfervations migh: 
fall from him, which miyh> not be in ftrid hararony 
with the feelings of fome gentlemen of the committee. 
He thould regret, however if a compliance wih a fenfe 
of duty thould produce that effect. He faid, theretore, 
that he wifhed to apprife gentiemen, tha” he intended 
to dire& his obfervations as much as poflirle to the ef 
fects and tendencies of meafur's ; andthat when he was 
conftrained to fpeak of tre views of gentlemen, it weuld 
be with re{ped to what he conceived to be their opiniess 
in relation to the genera! interefts; and not to private 
gratifications. He ‘aid, it yas ma ural that mea fhouid 
differ in the choice of means to produce a given end, and 
more natural that they fhou d differ in the choice of po- 
litical means than any other; becaufe the fubje@ prefen- 
t d more complicated and va'uable objeRs, eut of which 
to make a choice. According'y a great portion of the 
human mind has been at all times directed towards 
monarchy, as th: beft form of government to enforce 
obedience and enfure the general happinefs; whereas 
another portion of the human mind, has given a prefer- 
ence to the republican form, as beft calculated to pro- 
dace the fame end ; and there is ne reafon for implyieg 
improper motives to individuals, who fhould give a 
preference to cither of thefe principles ; provided in do- 
ing jo, they follow the honeft dictates of their own 
judgments, It muft be obvious to the mot common 
obferver, that from the commencement of the govern 
ment of the United States, and perhaps before it, a dif- 
ference of opinion exifted amongft the citizens, having 
more or lefs reference to theie two extreme fundamental 
points ; and that it maniteited itfelf in the medification 
or adminiftration of the gov rnment, as foon as it was 
put into opperation, On one fide it was contended, 
that in the organization of the cenftitution, a due ap- 
portionment of au hority had not been made amongtt 
the feveral departments. That the legiilature was too 
powerful for the executive department; and to create 
and preferve a proper equipoife, it was ncce@ary to in- 
fufe into the executive department by Mgiflution ail ar 
tificial powers compatible with the conftitution, vpon 
which the mott difufive cenftru@ion was given ; or, 
in other words, to place in executive hands all the pat- 
ronage it was oflidle to create, for the purpofe of pro- 
teGing the Prefident ayainft the full force of his contti 
tutional refponfibility to the people. On the other fide, 
it was contended, thatthe doctrine of patronage was re- 
pugnant to the opinions and feelings of the people, that 
\c was unneccflary, expenfive and oppreffive, and that 
the higheit encrgy the government could pofl_is, wou'd 
flow from the confidence of the great mafs of the peuple, 
tounded upon thei: own fenfe of their common intere!s 
Hence what is called party in the Unired St.tes, grew 
up from a divifion of opinion ref: Qing th fe two great 
characteriitic principles, pa ronage, er the c.cation of 
partial interefts for the proteQion and fupport of gov- 
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| ments of the flates 





ernment, om the one fide. On the other fide, to effe& 
the fame end, a fair reiponfibility of all reprefentatives 
to the peeple; am adherence to the genera! interefts, 
and a reliance on the confidence of the people at large, 
refulting from a fenfe of their common intereftls. A 
variety of circuntfances exifted in the United States, at 
the commencement of the government, #nd a great nume 
ber of favorable incidents continued aiterwards to arife, 
which gave the patronage fyftem the preponderency, du- 
ring the frft three Prefidential terms of e'ection; not. 
withftand ng it was evident, that the fyftem was adop- 
ted and purfued in direct hoftility to the feclings and 
opinions ef a great portion of the American people, 
The government was ufhered into operation undera vat 
excitement of tederal fervor, flowing from its recent tri- 
umph on the queftion of adopting the conftitution.—- 
At that time a confiderable debt was afloat in the Uni- 
ted Statcs, which had grown out of the revolutionary 
war, This debt was of two kinds; the debt proper of 
the United States, or engagements made by the United 
states in theie federal capacity; the ether, the flate 
debts, or engagements entered into by the refpective 
ftaces for the fupport of the common caufe. 

I'he favorers of the patronage fyftem readily availed 
themfelves of the e materials for erecti:g a monied in- 
gereck; gave to it a ftabr ity, or qualiticd perpetuiry, and 
calculated upon itscertain fupport in all their meafurcs 
of ir:efponfibility. 

Thi. was done not only by funding the debt propev 
of the United States but by ffuming the payment of 
the ftate debts, and funding them alfo; and it is belie- 
ved, extending the affumption beyond the actual engage- 
Hence the federal axiom, that a 
public debt isa public bieflivng. shor ly after this event, 
au iadian war {prang up, he would not fay by what 
means; in confequence of which an army was added to 
the lilt of patronag ; the Algerines commenced a pred~ 
atory war upon the commerce « f the United States, and 
thence a navy tormed a new item of patronage ‘Taxes 
became neceflary to mvet the expences of this fyftem, 
and an arrangement of internal taxcs, an excife, &c. Kc. 
fil fwelled the li’: of patronave. But the circumfance 
which mof favored this fyftem, was the breaking out of 
a tremendous and unprecedented war in thofe countries 
of Europe with which the United states had the moft 
intumace reiations. The feelings and fympathies of the 
people of the U. States were fe ftrongly attraged by the 
tremendous feenes exifting there; that they confidered 
their own internal concerns in a fecondary point of view. 
After a variable conduét had been purfued by the Uni- 
ted States in relation to thefe events, the depredations 
committed upon commerce and the excitements 
procuced thereby, enabled the admaiuiftration to indulge 
themicives in a more decifive courfe, and they at once 
puthed forward the people to the X. Y¥. Z. of their pa- 
litical alphabet before they had well learned and undecrs 
= the A. B.C of the principles of the adminiftra- 
ion. 

Armies and navies were raifed, and a variety of ether 
fchemes ot cxpence were adopted, which placed the ade 
mimiflration in the embarrafling predicament, cither te 
violate their faith with their public creditors, or to 
relortto new taxes. The latter alternative was pre/er- 
red, accom panied with other flrong coercive meafures to 
eniorce obedience. A land tax was laid for 2,000,000 
of dollars This meafure awakened the people to a 
fenfe of their fituctien ; and fhook te the foundation all 
thefe feder..! ram arts which had been plinued with fo 
much ingenuity, and e eéted around the executive with 
fo much expcnce and labvur. Another circumftance pe- 
cu iarly favurable to the advocates of executive patrons 
age was, that during the two firs »rfidevtial terms, the 
chief executive mayittrate po-cfied a greater d gree of 
popularity and the .onfidence of the peopie than ever 
was, or pe" hays ever will be, again attached to the pers 
fon occupying that dignived fiation ‘1 he general dif- 
quctude, which manifefted itfeif in con‘equence of thefe 
enterprifing meatures, in the year 18.0 induce? the 
federal par y to apprehend, thar they had puthed their 
principles too far, and they began to eiltertain doubrs of 
the refult of the prefideniial ¢ ection, which was ape 
proaching. In this ftate o, things it was oacur i for 
chem to Icck ovt for fome department of th- govern- 
ment, in which they could intrench themfelves in the 
event of an unfuccefsful iffuc in the election ; and cen- 
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tinue to fapport thofe favorite printiples of irrefponfitil- 
ity, whichsthey could never confent to abandon. The 
jediciary department of courfe, prefented irfelf as beft 
fitted for their objet, not only becaufe it was already 
filled with nen whe had manifefted the moft indeco- 
rous zeal in favour of their principles, but becaufe they 
held their offices by indefiwite tenures, were not fubjc& 
to periodical appointments, and of courfe were further 
remeved from any refponfibility to the people, than ci- 
ther of the other departments, Accordingly on the y1th 
of March 1800, a bi!l forthe more convenient organiza. 
tion of the courts of the United States was prefenied to 
the houfe of reprefentatives 
had for its objedts 1ft, the gradual demolition of the 
ftate courts by encreafing the number, and extending the 


jurifditi-n of the federal courts. 2d, To afford addi- 


tional protcction tothe principie: of the then exiting

That the con- 
ftitution was a mere nofe of wax, yielding to every im- 
preffion it received, That every ‘ openin. wedge,” 
which was driven iatc ir, was highly beneficial, in feve:- 
ing afunder the limitations and reitrictions of power, 
That the republicanifm it fe. ired, meant any ‘hing or 
nothing. It gave him therefore great pleafure at this 
time to obey the injuections of yentiemenin rallying 
round th: confitution as the ak of our politica! fafety, 
and of interpreting it by the plain and obvious meaning 
and letter of the {peificd powers. Bur, he faid, as if it 
was alwaysthe nufortunate deftiny of thefe g nclemen 
to be upon extremes, they have now got round to the op- 
pofite extreme point of the political compafs, and even 
beyondit, For, hefaid, they not only tie down ail con- 
ftruGlion to th« letrer of the intrument, but they teil us, 
that they fe , and call upon us alfoto fee written there- 
in, in large capital characters, “ the indcfi ‘ite independ. 
ence of judges ;’’ which, to t> extent they carry the 
meaning of the term, is neither to be fenad in the let- 
ter or fpirit ef that infrument, or in any other polit.

ever, ina general view, is poor eccomy and 
tends to poverty rather than to riches. It is 


er than the poffeffion of many, that fills one’s 
barns and granaries. Whoever has been in 
the vicinity of fuch largetowns as New-York 
and Bofton, mutt have obferved, that, by rea- 
fon of the high cultivation of their lands, a 
{mall inclofure p:sduces as much as a confid- 
erable farm commonly does in the interior 
parts of the country. 

It is a neceflary point of prudence for a 
farmer to proportion the dimenfions ot his 
farm to his means of tmprovement.

NEWS FROM THE CAPE. 


Avuruentic.—The trade between the U- 
nited States and St. Domingo, except with 
Cape Francois and Port-Republican, in that 
ifland, is for the prefent fulpended. 


A French frigate has arrived at Baltimore 
from St. Domingo. Chriftophe and Deffa- 
lines had been taken prifoners by the French 
troops. Onthe 17th February, a ceffation 
of hoftilities was announced, which was to 
laft four days, when a general attack on the 
blacks was to take place, uniefs they fubmit- 
ted. 


The captain of an American veffel, tak- 
en by the French and carried into Cape 
Francais, writes to his owners in New-York, 
that, after taking from him by force 200 bbls. 
of flour and 50 bbls. of pork, the French gov- 
ernment made him give up all his provifions 
—flour at 12 dols. and pork at 25, and take 
bills on Bonaparte at 60 days.

At a- 
bout 4 o'clock that afternoon, Tort Bifoton 
was dclivered up; and at 6 the town was at- 
tacked, and fo inftantaneofly taken, that the 
negroes had not time to pillage or {fet fire to 
it. Some {mart firing took place. Deffa- 
lines with his troops halted at D’Amien, 
where they carried all the whites they had 
got into their pofleflion. The French imme- 
diately followed them, they retreated to Croix 
des Bauquets, where they made but litle re- 
fiftance; but foon continued their rout to- 
wards L’Archahaye, burning every thing 
they came acrofs. Happily, inthe confufion 
of the retreat, moft of the whites efcaped out 
of their hands; fome have been murdered, 
others ftill are in their power. 

“The fugar plantations all around us have 
been in flames thefe three days paft. Leo- 
gane and L’Archahaye have fallen, and all 
the whites of the former place have failen 
viétims, excepting twelve that we know of. 

“© At St. Mares the negroes pillaged every 
thing even the American veffels ; the fatlors 
they carried on fhore and into the woods, 
and we know not yet their fate.
